IS STABBKD WITH PAPER K N I H K 


\Vaa Formerly u Grund Rapldt* Boy 


and Waa 
Well Known in 


Thia Vicinity. 


Word was received in this citv on 


Saturday that Walter A. Scott of 
Chicago, a cousin to onr townsman, 
William Scott, had been stabbed and 
killed by an engineer, although the 
particulars at 
the 
time were 
not 


known. 


Later reports from Chicago con- 


firmed the original telegram to the 
efiect 
that Mr. Scott had met 
his 


death in the manner indicated, hav- 
ing been stabbed twice by a civil en- 
gineer named Stebbings with a paper 
knife, and dying from his wounds in- 
side of half an hour. 


The story of the killing as told by 


Stebbings is to the effect that he had 
been doing some 
work on the wire 


plant belonging to Mr Scott, and the 
work being completed he had gone to 
Mr. Scott's office, 
which was just 


across thenhall from his own in the 
Manadnock building, 
to arrange for 


a settlement for the work. 


While there a dispute arose and 


Stebbings claims that Mr. Scott as- 
saulted him and he picked up the pa- 
per knife to defend himself. During 
the scuflle that followed Mr. Scott was 
stabbed, although Stebbings claimed 
that he did not know when or how it 
occurred. 


There were no witnesses to 
the 


affair except Mr. Scott'sstenographer, 
who saw the last part of ihe scuffle 
and saw they were struggling and 
that Mr. Scott was slabbed, but could 
not tell which was the aggressor. 


Mr. Scott was well known 
here, 


being born 
and 
raised 
here and 


was educated in this city, but went 
from here to Merrill, and for a nuin- 


line and get away, which they did the 
same day. 
Jungbliid may be very 


thankful t'.iat he was tried before a 
man who looked only at the evidence 
introduced in the case and was not in- 
fluenced in any way by sentiment or 
prejudice, as had this not been the 
case there is no question but what he 
would have got a penitentiary term.

The proverbial honor 
among thieves does not seen to cut 
much figure with the party leaders on 
that side of the fence. 


It has been rumored about town 


that Will Brown of Pittsville will be 
a candidate for the nomination for 
the 
office of clerk of court on the 


Republican ticket. If he is looking 
for anything of the kind he is very 
quiet about it, however, and it may be 
only a false alarm. 


Double Taxation. 


Farmers all over the ccunty are up 


in arms against the proposition and 
imposition of double taxation. Manv 
of them have bought their farms on a 
basis of a mortgage and according to 
the present tax laws they will be taxed 
the full value of the farm as will the 
man who holds the mortgage. A case 
in point might be cited. Here is a man 
say in Gibson, who sells his farm for 
$4,500. He receives 51,000 in cash and 
holds the balance under a mortgage. 
The tax assessor conies along and taxes 
him on the basis of ?4,SOO, and as soon 
as this assessment is made he finds the 
farm and proceeds to tax the farmer 
on the basis of another 54,500, thus 
making the farm bear a mortgage oi 
$9,000 though its actual worth is only 
S4.500. 


The present governor is responsible 


for this iniquitous working of the law. 
He refused during the session of the 
last legislature to sign the Frost bil 
which aimed at destroying double tax- 
ation. As a matter of fact he vetoed 
the bill.

farmer or anv voter of any kind sup 
port Mr. L,a Follette in his efforts to be 
re-elected to the high office of goyer- 
nor,—Manitowoc Pilot, Democratic.

fith very little modification, erasing 
he words "Tax Sales" and inserting 
he word "Assessment" over each col- 
:mn he has constructed a very coti- 
euient book, of double pages ruled 
or twelve years work, wherein he has 
userted every description,-except city 
nd village lots in the county, each 
own by itself, and at the commeuc- 
nent of each town a full and complete 
nap of the same. 


Opposite each description and be- 


ginning with the year 1900, he has in- 
erted the assessors valuation of each 
uarter section of laud in the county. 
Before the next meeting of 
the 


'ounty Board of Supervisors 
the 


wok will contain three years assess- 
nents opposite each description be- 
irinning with the year 1900, 1901 and 
902. With blank column left for 
nine years to come. 


There is also a blank space of two 


ines between each of the descriptions 
'or notes as to character of soil, lay of 
he land, nature of improvements, 
etc. 


The law creating the office gives the 


supervisor of assessments access to 
all records, file books and papers in 
he county and requires him to visit 
each 
town and assessment district 


jersoually at least once in each year 
and 
contemplates that 
he shall 


thoroughly qualify himself to such an 
extent as to be able to :nake a re- 
assessment of any 
town, city 
or 


village in the county if ordered to do 
so by the county board. To that end 
t can be easily seen that this Ab- 
stract of Assessments will be of great 
value and assistance to such oflicer 
as well as to the County Board of 
Supervisors and the committee on 
equalization. 


We were also shown the type writ- 


:en lists of mortgages recorded in this 
and other counties which are owned 
by residents of this county and assess- 
able here. Duplicate copies of these 
ists have been furnished to the seve- 
ral assessors and Boards of Review of 
.he assessment precincts where the 
owners reside. 
As a rule the lists 


contain full information as to each 
;ecurity; name of owner, name of 
maker, date of mortgage, volume and 
page of record aud the amount. 


The work of the office also involves 


an 
extensive corresponde ncc, not 


only with the different Supervisors of 
Assessments throughout the state, 
but also with the the several assessors 
in the county and with the State Tax 
Commission. All of which correspon- 
dence is properly indorsed, dated and 
filed away in its order. 


Mr. Cochran has also visited since 


the middle of May last, every.town, 
city and village in the county, some 
of them more than once and has 
driven over and personally inspected 
some sections of the county which 
only a few years since was a complete 
wilderness. 


He has also met with several of the 


differejit_Boards of Review and finds 
that he is only just commencing to 
realize the vast amount of labor con- 
nected with the position. 


The amount of mortgages and other

sons why it should not be so mixed. If 
the commercial .fertilizer contains ni- 
trogen in the form of ammonia the ac- 
tion of the lime will be to sej. free the. 
ammonia and it will escape Into the 
air; of course if the fertilizer was ap- 
plied to the soil at once after being 
mixed with the lime the soil might re- 
tain most of the ammonia, but it is 
taking a risk thnt ought not to be 
taken.

Later reports from Chicago con- 


firmed, the original telegram to the 
efiect 
that Mr. Scott had met his 


death la the maaner iadicated, hav- 
ing been staobed twee by a civil en- 
gineer named Steoblags -with a paper 
knife, and dying from, his vrouads In- 
side of half an hour. 


The story of the killing as told by 


Stebblngs is to the effect that he had 
been doing some work on the wire 
plant belonging to ilr Scott, and the 
,work being completed he had ifoae to 
Mr. Scott's office, 
which was lust 


across theOhall from his own in the 
Manadnock building, to arrange for 
a settlement for the work. 


While there a dispute arose and 


Stebbings claims that Mr Scott as- 
saulted him and he picked up the ca- 
per knife to defend himself. During 
the scuffle that followed. Mr. Scott was 
stabbed, although Stebbings claimed 
that he did not know wheat or how it 
occurred- 


There were no witnesses to the 


affair except Mr. Scott's stenographer, 
who saw the last part of the scuffle 
and saw they were struggling and 
that Mr. Scott wass slabbed, but coald 
not tell which was the aggressor. 


Mr. Scott was well known here, 


being born 
and raised here and 


was educated In this city, but went 
from here to Merrill, and for a num- 
ber of years past has made his home 
la Chlcag-o, where he leaves a wife 
ana one child. 


He was interested :n the building 


of the Marsh field & Southwestern road, 
and later became practicail v -he owner 
of tbe line before It was oold to the 
Wisconsin Central company, at which 
time he made frequent visits to this 
city- He was a son of the late T. B. 
Scott, whose name has beea perpetu- 
ated la this city particularly by tbe 
eadowment of our pablic library. 


W. A. Scott was credited with being 


a millionaire and since the sale of his 
railroad had become Interested In tbe 
maafacture of wire, having Invested 
considerable money In this laaustry. 


The famous case of the State of 


Wiscoasin again&t Charles Jungblud 
and his housekeeper, Lizzie Xolan, 
wa;> settled in this city oa Monday by 
J udge Webb, who sustained the ver- 
dict of the jury la the ca=e of Lizzie 
Xolan and fined her 550 and charged 
her up with half the costs. 
la the case of Charles Juugblud the 


court set aside the verdict of the jury, 
having fouad there was not sufficient 
evidence to sustain the charge. Then 
Jungblud pleaded guilty to the charge 
of assault aad battery and w^c. fined 
SlOO aad half the costs of the suit.

same day. Jungblud may" be very 
thankful that he was tried before a 
man who looked only at the evidence 
iatroduced in the case and was aot in- 
fluenced in any way by sentiment or 
prejudice, as had th^s not been the 
case there is no question but what he 
would have got a peatteatiary term.

umn he has constructed a very con- 
venient book, of double pages ruled 
for twelve years work, wherein he has 
inserted every description,'except city 
and village lots in the county, each

Double Taxation. 


Farmers all over the cctmry are up 


in arms against the proposition and 
imposition of double taxation. Manv 
of them have bought their farms on a 
basis of a mortg-age and according- to 
the present tax laws they will be taxed 
the full value of the farm as will the 
man who holds the mortgage. A case 
in point might be cited. Here is a man 
say in Gibson, who sells his farm for 
S4.SOO. He receives 31,000 in cash and 
holds the balance under a mortgage. 
The tax assessor comes along and taxes 
mm on the basis of S4-.500, and as soon 
as this assessment is made he finds the 
farm and proceeds to tax the farmer 
on the basis of another S4.500, thus 
making the farm bear a mortgage of 
f9,000 though its actual worth is only 
S4.500. 


The present governor is responsible 


for this iniquitous working of the law. 
He refused during- the session of the 
last legislature to sign the Frost bill 
which aimed at destroying doable tax- 
ation. As a matter of fact he vetoed 
the bill.

The following pointed criticism of 


the La Follette taxation scheme is 
from the pen of Capt. J. X. Stone of 
the 2sfeena±i Times: 


"Gov. Robert M. L,a Foliette has 


been posing as a great reformer, with 
statesmanship and wisdom as a state 
executive, and an expert in the mat- 
ter of taxation. But while Gov. X,a 
Follette's war cry has been to 'tax 
the railways,' his law has virtually 
exempted 
these 
corporations but 


doubled the taxes on individuals. 
He bad a law enacted creating an un- 
called for office, that of supervisor 
of assessment for each count}-, an ex- 
pensive, unnecessary arbitrary 
offi- 
cial. The result has been to increase 
the taxes of the poor man or man of 
moderate means, while the giant 
corporations are left off with a nomi- 
nal raise— if any. This is what La 
Follette calls 'reform*. The Germans 
of Manitowoc cried aloud against his 
palpable injustice, and that and other 
cities, including Xeenafa, have passed 
resolutions virtually declaring Gov. 
I/a Folletters 'reform' scheme of taxa- 
tion a take and visionary, and calcu- 
lated to work against the interests of 
the state of Wisconsin by driving cat>- 
ital therefrom. The law is one that j 
operates as a reward to the bold and 
unscrupulous, and to punish the hon- 
est and helpless- It is a burden on 
the aged and dependent. It is a 're- 
form' law with a vengeance. The law 
is impracticable, and it is no wonder 
that the people are awakening to its 
iniquities. The tax pajers are study- 
ing this piece of 'reform' taxation, 
and the more they study it the more 
determined they become to wipe out 
the law and its author. Thi's is a 
question that concerns every man. 
woman and child in "Wisconsin, as ail 
must suffer from a law imposing an 
unjust tax on the poor anc middle 
classes."

supervisor of assessments access to 
all records, file books and papers in 
the connty and requires him to visit 
each town and assessment district 
personally at least once in each year 
and 
contemplates that 
he shall 


thoroughly qualify himself to such an 
extent as to be able to make a re- 
assessment of any 
town, city 
or 


village in the county if ordered "to do 
so by the county board. To that end 
it can be easily seen that this Ab- j 
stract of Assessments will be of great { 
value and assistance to such officer j 
as well as to the County Board of 
Supervisors and 
equalization. 


We were also shown the type writ- 


ten lists of mortgages recorded in this 
and other counties which are owned 
by residents of this county and assess- 
able here. Duplicate copies of these 
lists have been furnished to the seve- 
ral assessors and Boards of Review of 
the assessment precincts where the 
owners res'de. As a rule the lists 
contain full information as to each 
security: name of owner, name of 
maker, date of mortgage, volume and 
page of record and the amount. 


The work of the office also involves 


an 
extensive 
corresponde nee, not 


only with the different Supervisors of 
Assessments 
throughout the state, 


but also with the the several assessors 
in the county and with the State Tax 
Commission. All of which correspon- 
dence is properly indorsed, dated and 
filed away in its order. 


Mr. Cochran has also visited since 


the middle of May last, every, town, 
city and village in the county, some 
of them more than once and has 
driven over and personally inspected 
some sections of the co'unty which 
only a few years since was a complete 
wilderness. 


He has also met with several of the 


different Boards of Review and finds 
that he is only just commencing to 
realize the vast amount of labor con- 
nected with the position.
